Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1956. 

The  population  of  Knutsford  continues  to  rise  and  is^npw  estimated 
at  7,470.  The  growth  has  averaged  almost  200  per  year  since  1945 
and  there  is  every  indication  that  this  trend  will  continue,  at  least 
over  the  next  few  years. 

The  vital  statistics,  when  corrected,  compared  favourably  with 
the  rest  of  the  country.  The  infant  mortality  remains  low,  there 
being  only  two  deaths  of  children  under  the  age  of  twelve  months. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  in  slum  clearance,  4l  houses  being 
demolished  during  the  year  and  the  tenants  re-housed.  There  remain^ 

59  houses  still  scheduled  under  the  Council's  Programme. 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  members 
of  the  Health  Committee  for  the  interest  they  have  shown  in  the  work 
of  the  Department  and  to  thank  Mr.  Butler  (Chief  Public  Health  Inspector) 
and  his  staff  for  the  work  they  have  done  and  the  help  they  have  given  me 
at  all  times.

The  population  figures  given  are  for  home  population  and  the  birth 
and  death  rates  are  based  on  this  figure.  The  standardised  rates  are 
arrived  at  after  allowing  for  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population 
giving  a  more  fair  comparison  with  those  of  other  areas. 

The  death  rate  comparability  factors  have  for  this  year,  for  the  first 
time,  been  adjusted  specifically  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  any 
residential  institution  in  each  area. 

This  takes  into  account  the  deaths  occurring  in  Cranford  Lodge  Hosioital 
and  thus  gives  a  better  comparison  with  the  rate  for  the  rest  of  the  country

The  water  supply  has  been  of  excellent  chemical  and  bacteriological 
quality  throughout  the  year." 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

A  weekly  collection  of  refuse  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year 
with  a  more  frequent  collection  at  the  larger  catering  establishments.  One 
9  cu.yd.  and  an  11  cu.  yd.  S.  &  D.  Freighter  are  used  for  this  service.  No 
complaints  have  been  received  which  reflects  the  efficiency  of  the  refuse 
collectors  who  work  well  together  as  a  team. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

Tipping  has  been  continued  on  the  Sh aw  Heath  Tip  where  improved  methods 
of  control,  together  with  the  extensive  use  of  proprietary  insecticides,  were 
introduced.  Additional  fencing  works  have  been  carried  out  and  the  tip  kept 
under . ©bservationat  weekends  and  nights  which  resulted  in  less  disturbance  of 
the  tip  face  by  'totters'  and  considerably  reduced  the  incidence  of  tip  fires. 

SALVAGE 

During  the  year  under  review  a  separate  collection  of  waste  paper  has 
been  made  from  business  premises.  For  the  first  three  months  of  the  year  the 
price  per  ton  was  £8.  after  which  it  was  reduced  and  stabilised  at  £7*  10s.  Od. 
per  ton.  The  following  table  shows  the  amount  and  value  of  waste  paper  and 
scrap  metals  disposed  of  during  the  year,  compared  with  the  jjrevious  year.

No  action  was  necessary  under  the  above  heading  during  the  year  under 
review. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


All  the  sewerage  from  the  Urban  District,  with  the  exception  of  a  small 
area  east  of  King  Street,  which  is  pumped  through  a  rising  main  into  the  King 
Street  sswer,  is  carried  by  gravitating  sewers  to  the  disposal  works  situated 
on  the  Bank  of  the  Birkin  Brook  on  the  north  east  boundary  of  the  town.  All 
samples  of  effluent  taken  by  the  Mersey  River  Board  during  the  year  were  classed 
as  satisfactory. 

A  tractor  loader  and  trailer  has  been  purchased  and  put  into  operation 
for  the  removal  of  sludge  and  this  enables  sludge  to  be  removed  from  the  works 
and  deposited  on  the  Shaw  Heath  Tip. 

For  some  time  now,  the  Rivers  Board  have  been  anxious  to  obtain  information 
regarding  the  flow  from  the  works  and  a  flow  meter  was  installed  for  a  two  months 
period.  This  enabled  accurate  figures  to  be  taken  of  the  flow  through  the  works 
and  the  amount  treated. 

Sewer  extensions  have  been  made  to  cater  for  the  development  on  the 
Sandiway  and  Woodside  sites,  whilst  one  property  has  been  completely  re-drained 
and  connected  to  the  sewer. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  has  one  part-time  operator  for  this  work  who  has  been 
trained  in  the  methods  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food.  Infestations  of  domestic  premises  continue  to  be  treated  free 
of  charge  and  in  the  case  of  business  premises  the  cost  of  treatment  is 
recovered  from  the  persons  responsible.

A  10 %  test  of  the  se  vers  was  carried  out  in  May  with  a  total  of  36 
manholes  baited.  Infestation  was  observed  in  4.  Once  again  the  infestation 
was  confined  to  the  sewers  in  the  old  part  of  the  town. 


The  Council  received  the  50 %  grant  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  for  approved  expenditure  in  regard  to  rodent  control. 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

There  are  three  licenced  slaughterhouses  in  the  town,  one  of  which  is 
used  only  for  the  slaughter  of  pigs.  All  have  operated  in  a  satisfactory 
manner  and  at  all  times  the  meat  produced  has  been  of  high  quality.  In  June, 
Bye-Laws  for  ensuring  sanitary  conditions  and  the  proper  management  of  slaughter 
houses  were  adopted. 

The  number  of  carcases  and  offal  inspected  and  condemned  is  shown  on 
the  Table  overleaf,  but  in  addition  to  this  the  following  foodstuffs  were 
condemned  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption:-
